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The Hobart Chamber of Commerce originated in 
1948, formerly operating as the Hobart Business 
Association. 

In those days, the main projects were to promote 
goodwill, and approve advertising, publicity, and 
sales for the community. Soon to follow were Street 
Sales, Christmas celebrations. Dollar Days and a big 
Fourth of July. 

Today, the Chamber services 400 plus members, 
coordinating multi-committees which include 
Fourth of July, Downtown Street Faire, Business 
Expo, Business After Hours, Outstanding Educator 
Awards, Annual Golf Outing and the renowned Pig 
Roast-Bean Soup. The major emphasis is economic 
development and providing service to the business 
and public sectors.

PIONEER FAMILY - Samuel and Nancy Siegler left their home 
in Virginia arriving in this area in 1837. They were accompanied by their 
two daughters and their husbands, William and Elizabeth Hurst (also 
from Virginia) and Joseph and Amanda Melvenia Mundell (of 
Pennsylvania). 

The Sieglers settled near Liverpool Road and Old Ridge Road where 
they operated a trading post for some six years before moving on to 
Missouri. The Hursts also had moved on to Missouri, but the Mundells 
remained in their log cabin homestead on Old Ridge Road (now the 
location of Wise Way). 

The Mundells became the first permanent Hobart settlers. They have 
several descendants still living in Hobart. A flower business, originated 
on Main Street by MundelPs grandson and his wife (Joseph and Ethel 
Mundell in 1940), later expanded to include a shop and greenhouses on 
the Mundell land. It continues today on County Line Road.

A long history with the city is shared by the Hobart Gazette, the second 
oldest business still operating in Hobart. 

Seven months after Hobart was incorporated, the Hobart Gazette was 
bom (with its first issue dated August 28, 1889) proclaiming “The Gazette, 
Fearless, Faithful and Free”. 

Launched under the direction of George Nearpass and G. Bender, the 
Gazette first hit the street printed on a Gordon Job steam-powered press. 
That December, The Gazette was sold to P.J. Gristy and Andrew J. Smith, 
both Hobart school teachers. 

In 1892, Smith invited Nevin B. White to join him in the business and a 
partnership which endured for nearly 40 yean was formed. After their 
retirement in 1929, the paper passed through the hands of Glen Easton, J.E. 
Schofield, ES. Pibe, O.L Pattee and Paul Pattee, ending the 1930s in the 
hands of Mrs. E.S. Pibe and her son, William, who turned it into a shopper 
and sold it to Henry Ratliffe (owner for just a month). Next, 
Joanna (Bee) Stafford, who restored it to a hometown paper, 
was the owner until selling to Joel Remaley, owner from 1975 to

Since then, owners have included Cordell Publications of Texas 
(1989), Citizens Publishing of Wisconsin (1994), Lee Anglin (1997) 
and in 1998, the current owner. Great Labes Publishing, Inc. 

Technology over the past century has radically changed the 
newspaper industry. Today, the Gazette is produced on a 
modem computerized press - a far cry from the steam-powered 
dinosaur that first gave it life. 

Establishing a practice still in place today, the first issue asbed 
the Gazette readers for news from residents. The Gazette prides 
itself in printing news and events from local churches, service 
agencies, organizations and residents and continues its 
dedication to covering all the news about the city. 

The paper was first located on Main Street, moved to the 
700 blocb of Third Street where it remained for many years 
before moving to its current location, 301 Main Street.

In 1939, the year Ed Prusiecbi graduated from Purdue, his family purchased the 
Strand Theatre. He joined the business and along with brother Fred managed the 
theatre when his father, Ignatius Prusiecbi, suffered a heart attach. The two soon 
learned to operate the equipment and toob over that project as well until Fred's 
death in 1949. 

In 1940, the family 
purchased the site of the 
old Hobart House, a 
former hotel, boarding 
house, extra public 
classrooms, and finally 
housing for the poor until 
the building was 
condemned. 

With the demolition 
of the old structure in 
1941, the Prusiecbi family 
constructed the Art 
Theatre at 230 Main 
Street where modern 
business practices included “Banb Night” with weebly drawings for cash. Business 
increased as the yean went along. 

Ed and his wife Juanita became sole owners in 1975, and he continues to operate 
the theatre which now has a policy requiring all children to be accompanied by a 
parent. Many of the patrons come from surrounding communities. 

In 1954, Ed formed Art Advertising Specialties offering business promotion items 
such as coffee mugs, calendars, rulers, sports items and other advertising merchandise 
for area merchants.

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Sapper Market 

The Sapper family has marketed farm products since about 
1930, at the same site on Indiana 51. Charles Sapper originated the 
business by selling produce, raised on the 400 acre farm, from under 
a large shade tree in the front yard. Then they traveled to Gary in a 
horse-draum school bus purchased from the school system. There, 
and in Hobart, they sold their produce door-to-door. 

In those early days, the farm included 40 heads of cattle, horses 
and chickens. What is now Indiana 51, was a stone county road until 
it became a state highway and was poured in concrete. 

Market space under the tree grew in 1943 to include a little 
outdoor store where produce, grain, fresh-dressed chickens, milk and 
dairy products were sold, becoming Hobart’s first open-air, quick- 
stop store. 

In 1976, the current building, at 1155 S. Lake Park Avenue was 
constructed. Then came one greenhouse after another until plants 
and garden center items became the main offering - along with 
their homegrown com. 

Chuck Sapper’s son, John, worked in the business from the early 
days until he retired in 1943 when his son, John C. and his wife Fran, 
took over the business until ill health forced their retirement. 

John recalls trips to Gary as a salesman, and when he became 
16 years old, he did the daily driving to Gary (with other youngsters 
doing the door-to-door) and to Benton Harbor, Ml, three times a 
week to bring back fresh produce. 

When they retired in 2000, John and Fran’s daughter and her 
husband, Janet and Mike Kraynik, assumed the business and continue 
to operate it today, rounding out the fourth generation involved. In 
addition to their children Johnathan and Jessica, their siblings and 
several nieces and nephews also work at the market.

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Bums Funeral Home was founded in 1908 in 
Hammond by James E. Bums. 

In 1932, his son, Edward J. Bums purchased a 
funeral home in Gary and operated it originally 
as Williams and Bums Funeral Home. He obtained 
full interest in the business in 1962 and operated 
Burns Funeral Home there until 1976. 

The Bums family also purchased the (Jones & 
Frum) Hobart Memorial Funeral Home at 701 E. 
7th Street in 1975. This had formerly been 
Pflughoeft Funeral Home, owned by former 
Mayor Herman Pflughoeft and his son, Eldor. 

Pflughoeft purchased the Wild Funeral Home 
on East Third Street (constructed in 1929) where 
he continued to operate until constructing the 7th 
Street building in the 1960’s.

MELLON TAX SERVICE 

Joe Mellon initiated the family business when he opened up shop 
in 1924 on the second story of the building on the northeast comer of 
3rd and Main Streets. What began as Mellon and Nelson Real Estate 
quickly expanded to Mellon Insurance and Real Estate within a couple 
of years when Mr. Nelson left to pursue other careen. 

In 1928, Joe bought the old Hobart Bank building at 232 Main 
Street. About that time, Joe’s daughter Dorothy started as part time 
help while still in high school. This new site included a walk-in vault 
with a heavy multi-plated steel door and a lock carrying a patent 
date of 1864. The vault was still used daily when the building was sold 
in 1987. 

Major changes took place in 1932 when Indiana adopted a gross 
income tax. Joe added tax preparation to the business. That same 
year, Joe was appointed Hobart Postmaster. He needed extra help 
while going back and forth across the street to run two businesses. 
This brought his son Bud into the business. 

For the next 20 years, three generations of the Mellon family 
worked to build the business. Joe decided in 1952. at age 70, to retire. 
Bud purchased the business, but dropped the real estate services to 
concentrate on insurance and tax preparation, changing the name 
to Mellon Insurance. Dorothy (Mrs. Earl Cant) continued as the only 
employee. 

Although Joe may have retired, it wasn’t until 1966, at age 84, 
that he quit walking the two blocks to the office (and home for lunch) 
to work at least part of each day. 

The next major change came in 1969 when Bud fell ill and his son, 
Jim (who graduated from college that year) joined the firm. With the 
death of Bud in 1970, Jim took over the operation. Dorothy was still 
the only employee until her retirement in 1977 after nearly 50 years 
service. 

With Jim and Pam expecting their second child, Pam took the 
opportunity to retire after eight years of teaching and joined Jim in 
the office. Jim loved the tax preparation, but not the insurance portion 
of the business. In 198Z he sold that part and changed the name to

Mellon Tax Service. 

In 1987, after 59 years, they sold the old bank site and purchased 
a larger building at 101 Center Street. Although it took a few years 
for the public to get used to the change, the business is now well 
established at the new location. 

When Jim was elected Hobart Clerk-Treasurer in 1999, he turned 
the tax business over to Pam. He devotes evening and weekends as

While a major fire in 1974 closed the bakery for a 
while, damages were repaired and equipment replaced 
and this is the current location. 

In 1989, Sue and Bert Reed bought the business and 
continue to operate it along with their son, Donald. 

An Illinois retail location was opened in Tinley Park. 
The business expanded into the former hardware 
building adjoining the bakery. 

Today, wholesale business is a large part of current 
sales with Sam’s club a major account.
